THE LOCAL TREASURER. 


Tug retirement of the COLONEL 
Treasuner, after thirty-one years’ ser- 
vice, was made the occasion for various 
public and private expressions of good- 
will, We are only interpreting the 
genera] opinion, of the community when 
we add to the éributes already published 
an agsurance that the public have greatly 
appreciated the valuable work done by 
the Hon, Mr. A. M. THomson, especially 
-during the twenty years that he hag beon 
a member of the Executive and Legisla- 
tive Councils. As the Hon. Mr, H. E. 
Pouock, K.C., stated ot the mecting of 
the Legislative Council, there would be 
general eatisfaction if His Majesty 
should sce fit to honour Mr. Tomson. 
His duties must: have been moro than 
usually difficult during the war owing 
to the necessity for imposing 
taxation. Tho difficulticg were sur- 
mounted and tho result has been very 
creditable to the Colony.
